I doedayly reſozt to the Cities of London, andwWeſtminſter, andthe

caſion whereof,many Robberies and Fellonies, Burglaries, puſe © 
ries, and other hoꝛridle trimes and offences ber tommitted and done 
doch dy bo wa day and + ne. to the high diſpleaſure of Almightie GO D, and to the great hurtof 
Our good and louing Subiects; The chiefe occaſion whereof, ſeemeth to bee the want ol good 
exccution of the Lawes and Statutes made fozthe puniſhment of ſuch maſterleſſe men, idle 
aud vagrant perſons. Fozaſmuch as Wee are reſolued to haue the ſaide good Lawes and 
Statutes already pꝛouided againſt ſuch perſons, to bee with ſome ſeueritit duely and pzcſently 
put in execution: Wee haue thought good by this Our Pzoclamation to notifie the ſame,and 
therefoze doe ſtraitly charge and commannd all perſons, both men and women , that by 
the Lawes ofthis Realme, may bee taken foz Rogues oꝛ Uagabonds,andall idle perſons and 
maſterleſſe men, not hauing wherewtth to line, noz lining by any lawfull Labour oz Ottupa⸗ 
tion, and being Our naturall bozne Subietts, That they and euery ot them, doe withintws 
dayes next after the publiſhtng of this P:oclamation, depart and auoyd themlelues fromthe 
ſaid Cities of London and Weſtminſter, and the Suburbs ofthe ſame and from the Bozrough 
of Southwarke, andallother Townes and Ulllages within thirtie miles compaſſe ofthe ſad 
Cities and Bozroughes, and from-thence to repaire to the Counties and places where they 
were bozne, and there to tary and abide in ſome lawfull oe, oz exerciſe, as they ought to 
doe, bpon paines and penalties limited and erpzeſſed in the —— 
againſt ſuch Offenders. 
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ol Our lam Citie of London, and all Juſtices of Peace in — * Kent, 
Surrey, Eſſex, Hartfozdand Buckingham, that reſide on be within the Limitsafozelaid, That 
they and euery ol them as they will auoyd Our high dilplealure, doe foozthwithcanſe Pzouoſt 
arſhals to be appointed within the limits of their ſenerall Jariſdictions,and diligent ſearch 
to be madt euery where. as wel in the Fields, as in the High wayes and Streets withmche Pze- 
tinets afoꝛtſayd and in other places where they ſhallthinke connenient foz appeehending, ar- 
reſting and takingofallſuch idie, vagrant perſons and Maſterleſſe men, and that the udinary 
Officers of Juſtice to whom the lame doth belong, beeing alliſted with the lam pennt Har⸗ 
ſhals, ſhall cauſe them with ſpeed to be ſent to the houlet ol Coꝛrettion, oꝛ where there are yet 
no Houles of Coꝛrtttion, to be duely puniſhed neuerthelelle, accozding tothe £ made in 
the nine and thirtieth yeere of Queene Elizabeth, and in thefirſt of Our Reigne in ſuch tales 
pꝛouided, without any tolleration oz fauour whatfoener to be ſhewed to am of them. And we 
doe allo ſpecially charge and command the ſaide Paioz, Aldermen, and Retoꝛder of London, 
and all Juſtices ofÞPeace, Bayliffes of Liberties and Franchiſes within the Cities, Townes 
and Limits afozeſaid, that they and enery of them within their ſeuerall Juriſdictions reſper- 
tinely, doe from time to time cauſe good ſearch tobe made,aſwelmnallcommon Tablinghouſes, 
Innes, Ale houles, and Tipling houſes, as aiſo in all Bowling Alleyes, and other places 
where gaming oz play is bſed oꝛ frequented; and there to appꝛehend and take ſuch ſuſpetted per⸗ 
ſons, being Maſterieſſe men. of emill name and lame, not hauing wherewithall to mamtame 
their idle life, and the ſame ſo appzehended and taken, leuerely topuraſh and toꝛrect, as by the 
Lawes and Statutes of this Realmeis pꝛelcribed. And ko ſuch as ſhallnot be readily refoz- 
med and cozrected by the oꝛdinary Officers of Puſtice, wee intend fozxthwithfoz that purpoſe to 
haueaPzouoſt Parſhall authoꝛtʒ ed vnder the great Seale of England, to appzehendallſuch, 
and pꝛeſently without delay to execute them vpon the Gallowes, by ozder of Parſhall Lam.
